Taxation — Varanasi Cantonment 

S.R.O. 55, dated 8th Feb. 1961. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 
60 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 ( 2 of 1924), the Cantonment Board, Varanasi, 
with the previous sanction of the Central Government, hereby impose the follow- 
ing water tax on all houses, buildings and lands situated in Varanasi Canton- 
ment, payable by the owner thereof half yearly in advance on the 1st April and 
1st October of the each financial year — 

Rate of Taxes 

1. 3 per cent on the annual value where water is laid on to a building. 

2. 2J per cent on the annual value where no water is laid on to a building. 
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Provided that no tax shall he levied on any building (a) the annual value 
whereof is less than Rs. 100 per annum, (b) which Is owned, leased, hired or 
appropriated by the Government of India, in the Ministry of Defence, and is — 

(i) in the occupation of persons paid from the Defence Services Estimates 

who are entitled to the supply of water at the expense of the Gov- 
ernment, or 

(ii) used lor Military purposes, other than residential accommodation; or 

(iii) which is used exclusively for the purposes of public worship or for 

charitable purposes of a public nature. 

Provided further that in each case all water supplied in excess of the quantity 
to which such supply is limited under sub-section ( 2 ) of section 220 of the 
Cantonments Act, 1924 shall be paid for at such rate as may be fixed under sub- 
section (3) of that section.

Taxation— Cantonment Board Jhansi

Note. — Quarter means the period from: — 
1st April to 30th June. 

1 st July to 30th September. 

1 st October to 31st December. 

1 st January to 31st March. 
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The tax shall be payable by the person who keeps the vehicle or animal for 
use, irrespective of whether he owns it or has hired it or has borrowed it or has 
charge of it in any other capacity. 

Provided that the said tax shall not be levied on any animal unless it is used 
exclusively without a vehicle or is surplus to the complement of a vehicle. 

Provided further that: — 

(i) the tax shall not be levied on any vehicle or animal kept in the 

Cantonment for a period not exceeding fifteen days in any quarter. 

(ii) if any vehicle or animal is kept during any quarter for a period 

exceeding fifteen days, but not exceeding thirty davs, one-third of 
the quarterly tax shall be payable for that quarter," 

(iii) the tax shall not be levied on any vehicle or animal which has not 

bem used at all during any quarter if due notice of thi- fact is given 
to the Board in writing. 

(iv) the tax shall not be levied in respect of the following: — 

(a) Children cycles and perambulators, 

(b) vehicles used by villagers which pass through the Cantonment. 

(cl any vehicle which a person subject to the Army Act 1050 (46 of 1950) 
or a member of the Indian Territorial Army is permitted to keep 
in lieu of an animal which in the absence of such permission the 
Army Regulations would require him to keep, subject to the 
production of an authority from the Officer Commanding the unit 
or the Officer Commanding the Station, as the case may be. 

(d) vehicles and animals belonging to agriculturists residing within the 

Cantonment and kept for bona fide agricultural purposes. 

Note. — “Agriculturist” means the owner, occupier or lessee of any 
agricultural land situated within the limits of the Cantonment 
and who actually tills the land. 

(e) vehicle used by officers and employees of the Cantonment Board, 

Babina for proper performance of their official duty. 

(f) vehicles which are the property of the Union or State Government. 

(g) vehicles used by officers and employees of the Union or State Gov- 

ernment for proper performance of their official duty, subject to 
the condition that such officers or employees produce certificates 
to that effect from the heads of their departments.
